A WOMAN police offi¬ 
cer and a member of 
the racecourse security 
staff were hurt in a 
brawl at Newmarket’s 
Guineas race meeting 
on Saturday 

Seven people were arrested 
after violence broke out 
reportedly involving a group 
from the Midlands and 
another group from the 
London area. 

A policewoman is reported to 
have suffered a broken or 
dislocated knee and a member of 
racecourse security staff suffered 
a broken wrist. Both were taken to 
hospital for treatment. 

The incident happened on the 
day that Suffolk’s Chief Con¬ 
stable, Simon Ash, was visiting 
the racecourse to launch a new 
accreditation scheme which has 
given additional powers to 
racecourse security staff and 
parking attendants to “free up” 
police officers to deal with more 
serious crimes. 

The brawl, which reportedly 
involved men and women, broke 
out just after 4.30pm - about two 
and a half hours after the Chief 
Constable presented accreditation 
certificates to the racecourse and 
its security and parking 
contractors in the winners’ 
enclosure. 
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A Suffolk police spokesman 
said: “Seven men were arrested on 
suspicion of affray following a 
disturbance in a beer tent. They 
have all been released on police 
bail, two to return to Bury Police 
Station on June 19 and five on 
June 13.” 

They are a 28-year-old man from 
Dagenham, Essex, a 30-year-old 
from London, two 19-year-olds 
from Coventry, two 20-year-olds 
and a 17-year-old, all from 
Coventry 

Stephen Wallis, managing 
director of Newmarket Race¬ 
courses, said: “There was an 
incident quite late on. We 
responded with the police very 
quickly and seven people were 
arrested and removed. 

“There were probably 15 people 
involved out of a crowd of 15,000.1 
wish it hadn’t happened, but the 
thing is how quickly we reacted 
and how we tried to prevent it.” 

He said racecourse staff and 
police had been unable to prevent 
the incident which “flared up” 
quickly. He said CCTV footage of 
the incident had been viewed. 

Attendance at the race meeting 
was down by around 12 per cent 
on last year with a crowd of 15,500 
on Saturday and 11,600 on Sunday

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Band

AN ANNUAL band 
contest may be 
postponed due to 
falling attendance. 

The Newmarket 
Battle of the Bands, 
originally launched 
in 2001, has seen a 
sharp fall in aud¬ 
ience numbers in 
the past two years. 

Now the town 
council which 
supports the event, 
organised by a com¬ 
mittee of local 
youngsters, is con¬ 
sidering having a 
year’s break from the 
event. 

The Battle of the 
Bands Committee 
has suggested put¬ 
ting the next event 
off until April/May 
2010 or changing the 
format to make it a 
general talent con¬ 
test. 

Previously the 
contest, staged at the 
Memorial Hall in the 
High Street, has 
attracted packed 
audiences for the 
three heats and a 
final. 

But a switch of 
venue may also be 
on the cards - 
particularly if the 
town council’s plans 
for refurbishing the 
hall go ahead. 

The committee is 
hoping to raise 
£15,000 by staging a 
one-off event later 
this year to pay for 
new sound and 
lighting equipment 
which could be used 
at other events as 
well as the band 
contest. 

Cllr Mick fefferys, 
who chairs the town 
council’s leisure 
services committee 
and is a teacher at 
Newmarket College, 
has offered to get the 
views of students at 
the college about the 
future of the band 
contest and report 
his findings back to 
the committee.

New racecourse deal 
frees up police officers 


SECURITY and car park staff at 
Newmarket racecourse have been 
given extra powers to release police 
officers from duties they previously 
performed. 

The move, in which the racecourse and 
its security and parking contractors have 
signed up to the Community Safety 
Accreditation Scheme, means that police 
officers will be freed from more mundane 
tasks like directing traffic and will be more 
able to take action against law-breakers 
and troublemakers. 

The accreditation has been granted by 
Suffolk’s Chief Constable Simon Ash and 
applies only to Newmarket’s Rowley Mile 
racecourse, which is in Suffolk. The town’s 
other racecourse, the July, is in Cam- 
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bridgeshire and any accreditation for staff 
working there would have to be given by 
the county’s Chief Constable Julie Spence. 

Each accredited member of staff will 
have an identification card clearly setting 
out their powers. 

A Suffolk police spokeswoman said: 
“Everyone accredited will be vetted to the 
same high standard as police officers and 
police staff.” 

City and Suburban Parking Limited has 
received accreditation to carry out traffic 
management on race days at the Rowley 
Mile course, including taking details in 
respect of traffic offences and powers to 


control traffic. 

EventGuard has been granted the 
power to take details for traffic offences 
and anti-social behaviour. 

Security staff can also seize alcohol and 
tobacco from those under age, and as part 
of their stewarding duties they will also 
enforce conditions of entry to the 
racecourse. 

Insp Simon Clifton, based at 
Newmarket, said: “I welcome the 
accreditation of our partners at the 
Rowley Mile course. 

“With City and Suburban Parking 
Limited and EventGuard taking 
responsibility for traffic control and some 
public order issues, officers are now freed 
up from those roles and can take on other 


tasks in Newmarket and elsewhere across 
the area. 

“The officers who do remain on duty at 
the racecourse can carry out more 
proactive duties to make sure those who 
want to enjoy the racing do in a safe and 
fun environment, and anyone causing 
trouble is swiftly and firmly dealt with.” 

Accreditation certificates were formally 
presented by Suffolk’s Chief Constable 
Simon Ash in the winners’ enclosure at 
the Rowley Mile course on Saturday. 

The scheme will allow police officers to 
concentrate on tackling problems such as 
drink-fuelled anti-social behaviour in 
streets near the town’s night clubs, 
clamping down on drug dealing and 
under-age drinking.

Superintendent David Skevington said: “An unlocked 
vehicle is a gift to the opportunist thief, who can just 
open a door or boot or reach through a window to 
commit crime.

MYSTERY sur¬ 
rounds the appear¬ 
ance of a “family” 
of gnomes in the 
centre of the 
controversial new 
traffic roundabout 
in Newmarket. 

The five gnomes 
- two large ones 
and three smaller 
ones - appeared in 
the centre of the 
roundabout at the 
Clocktower junc¬ 
tion at some time 
during Bank Holi¬ 
day Monday 
together with a 
clock face and an- 
African- style 
mask. 

They were still 
in place on Tues¬ 
day morning until 
they were taken 
into custody by 
the police for safe 
keeping. 

A Suffolk police 
spokeswoman 
said: “They have 
not been arrested. 
They are being 
kept with our 
found property at 
Newmarket police 
station until 
someone claims 
them or offers 


them a ‘gnome’ to 
go to.” 

Photos of the 
gnomes later 
appeared on a 
Facebook website 
started by oppon¬ 
ents of the stone 
balls which were 
put on the round¬ 
about as part of a 
design feature. 

Adam Mills, 
who started the 
Facebook group 
which has been 
joined by around 
J,200 people, said: 
“The gnomes were 
nothing to do with 
me. 

“I’m trying to 
find out who put 
them there. 

“They must 
have been put 
there by someone 
with a sense of 
humour.” 

Mr Mills, of Park 
Lane, Newmarket, 
said three police 
cars and a police 
van pulled up at 
the roundabout to 
take the gnomes 
away just before 
Jpm on Tuesday. 
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and Scouting for Girls. 

Tickets are expected to sell out rapidly 
for the show by the group who are rated as 
one of the biggest acts to play at the 
racecourse.

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Police question two over fraud allegations 


A MAN and a youth were arrested 
by police investigating allegations 
of rogue trading. 

The pair, aged 43 and 16, and of 
no fixed address, were arrested 
after officers were called to Aureole 
Walk, on Newmarket’s Studlands 
Park estate last Wednesday. 

They were questioned about 
allegations of fraud after 
reportedly having carried out work 
at the property. 

They were later released on bail 
to return to Bury St Edmunds 
police station on June 16. 

Suffolk Trading Standards have 


warned householders, particularly 
the elderly, to be on their guard 
against bogus callers and rogue 
traders. 

A spokesman said: “Any trader 
who calls at your door must 
comply with the law as to how to 
conduct their business. 

“If a contract is to be agreed on 
the doorstep it must give a clear 
notice period for you to be able to 
cancel the contract, and if over £35 
it must be in writing. 

“If the work is to start within 
seven days this must be signed in 
agreement by the householder. 


Where this agreement is not given 
or the contract is not in writing 
with a clear notice period, the 
contract is unenforceable and you 
are not obliged to pay. The trader 
has committed an offence if they 
fail to give a notice period. 

“Rogue traders do target people, 
especially the elderly and 
vulnerable, on their doorsteps. 
They can carry out work without 
permission, or will quote a low 
price for work and then charge 
more afterwards. 

“Sometimes payment can be 
demanded when no work has been 


carried out. Work is often 
substandard and not value for 
money. 

“Cold callers can behave 
aggressively and intimidate their 
customers.” 

He warned people to ask for 
identification of any callers and to 
get alternative quotes from a 
reputable company for any work.

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to a champion of 
disabled people whose 
funeral took place last 
week. 

Mervyn Peckham, 80, who 
had restricted mobility due to 
arthritis arising from injuries 
sustained in horseriding and 
rugby in his younger days, 
was a leading member of a 
number of organisations 
including the Forest Heath 
Locality Network for people 
with physical and sensory 
disabilities and the Gate- 
opener project. 

He was also vice-chairman 
of the Newmarket-based 
Voluntary Network which 
runs Dial a Ride bus services. 

David Ellis, a partner at 
Newmarket Equine Hospital, 
read a tribute to him on 
behalf of fellow partner 
Richard Greenwood at Mr 
Peckham’s funeral at Bury St 
Edmunds crematorium.

Mr Peckham, of Fairlawns, 
Newmarket, worked with 
horses from an early age and 
served in the Army with the 


14/20th King’s Hussars as a 
tank commander. 

He moved to the 
Newmarket area in 1967 when 


he became manager of 
Longholes Stud at Cheveley, 
and racing manager to owner 
Lady Durham. 

In 1986 he went to the US to 
run a stud there before moving 
to run his own stud farm near 
Paris. 

But his health problems led 
him to retire back to 
Newmarket in 1994. He had his 
left hip replaced three times 
and his right hip replaced four 
times. 

Mr Ellis said of his work for 
people with disabilities: “His 
forthright approach, while not 
always popular, achieved 
results and was appreciated by 
those he was doing his best to 
represent.” 

Nick Flack, chairman of the 
management committee at 
The Stable community centre 
in Newmarket, said: “He is 
going to be a huge loss to the 
area for all the work he was 
doing for the disabled and 
those less fortunate.” 

He is survived by his wife 
Hazel and son Kevin, who 
works in Newmarket’s racing 
industry.

“He then returned later 
that day to do exactly the 
same thing and almost got 
away with a further £158 
worth of toiletries but he 
was confronted outside the 
store.” 

It was then that he ad¬ 
mitted to police that he had 
stolen cosmetics from other 
stores in Ely. 

Binns, of Beck Road, Isle- 
ham, pleaded guilty to two 
counts of shoplifting with 
other offences taken into 
consideration at Ely Magist¬ 
rates’ Court last week.

He was released on 
unconditional bail. 


“He is now coming clean 
and looking ahead to the 
future.” 


Magistrates adjourned 
the case for a pre-sentence 
report to be prepared. 

Binns will appear at the 
same courthouse on May 
28.

Football dad’s funeral 
to help first responders

A NEW group of emer¬ 
gency first responders 
will benefit from dona¬ 
tions made at the 
funeral of a football- 
loving dad who 
collapsed and died 
while playing the game. 

The funeral of Neale 
Smith, a founder of Burwell 
Tigers youth football team, 
was packed to capacity with 
standing room only at in 
the village’s St Mary’s 
Church last week. 

His family asked for 
donations instead of flowers 
which will be shared 
between the new first 
responders scheme which is 
being set up by emergency 
doctor service Magpas and 
the club.

The father of three 
children was the first 
chairman of the Burwell 
Tigers which was formed in 
1999. He was also the club 
coach for three seasons and 
more recently had been 
involved in fundraising for 
the club’s new ground at 
Swaffham Prior. 

He lived in Swaffham 
Road, Burwell, with his wife 
Alison and their children 
and worked as a business 
banking manager with 
Weatherbys Bank in 
Wellingborough.

The first responder 
scheme has already 
attracted volunteers who 
need to be trained to 
provide 24-hour coverage to 
act to save lives. 


Drug user had 10 
times lethal dose 


A DRUG user was 
found to have 10 
times the lethal dose 
of heroin in her body 
after her death. 

Louise Todd, 43, 
was found dead by 
her partner at the flat 
they shared in 
Armstrong Close, 
Newmarket. 

A post-mortem 
examination revealed 
that she had 10 times 
the level known to be 
fatal, the inquest into 
her death heard. 

Dr Peter Dean, the 
Suffolk coroner, 
recorded an open 
verdict at the Bury St 
Edmunds inquest. 

He said: “What we 
don’t know from 
evidence is whether 
this was a tragic 
accident and whether 
she had 

unintentionally 
injected something of 
higher strength than 
she had expected or 
whether this was an 
intentional act.” 

He said her death 


was caused by drug 
toxicity. 

Her partner Vin¬ 
cent Plumb found 
her body on the night 
of October 30 last 
year and called the 
police. 

Mr Plumb told 
police that Miss Todd 
had previously been 
a heroin user, but he 
believed she had 
stopped using drugs 
when they first 
started seeing each 
other. 

After they moved 
in together he found 
needles in the flat 
and they argued 
when he questioned 
her about her drug 
use. 

The coroner said 
he told police she 
had been prescribed 
methadone, a sub¬ 
stitute used to wean 
users off heroin. 

But he said she was 
not supervised in 
taking the pres¬ 
cription. 


Crackdown sees over 
700 speeders caught 


MORE than 700 
motorists were caught 
speeding during a week- 
long campaign in 
Suffolk. 

The campaign, lead 
by Tispol - the European 
Traffic Police Network, 
saw a countywide in¬ 
crease in checks and en¬ 
forcement as officers 
clamped down on 
speeding drivers. 

The majority of 
motorists were given 
fixed penalty fines and 
three points on their 
licences. But others, 
particularly those with 
bad driving records, will 
face court prosecution. 


Police officers caught 
637 drivers and a further 
82 were caught by fixed 
cameras. 

In a similar campaign 
in April last year 1,848 
motorists were caught 
speeding, in 2007 the 
figure was 954. 

Despite the drop in 
the number of those 
caught, Insp Alex 
Morrison, from Suffolk’s 
roads policing unit, said: 
“We have caught fewer 
drivers speeding but I’m 
still disappointed that so 
many drivers have failed 
to listen to our warnings. 
There are still too many 
drivers who don’t seem 


to realise the impact 
driving at excessive 
speeds can have. 

“There were 31 people 
killed on Suffolk’s roads 
last year and the role 
speed plays in both fatal 
and serious road traffic 
collisions cannot be 
underestimated. 

“During this 

campaign we have tried 
to educate those who 
speed through 

enforcement. It is a very 
simple message but a 
very important one, 
speed kills and by target¬ 
ing those who are speed¬ 
ing we hope we can save 
lives.”

‘Friendly fire’ lessons 
are already In action 


AN AMERICAN Air Force 
commander has said that 
lessons learned from a 
“friendly fire” incident in 
which three British soldiers 
died are already being put into 
practice - in advance of the 
publication of an official 
report into the deaths. 

Three members of the Royal 
Anglian Regiment were killed in 
Afghanistan in August 2007 when 
they were mistakenly bombed by an 
American jet from the Lakenheath 
base which was supposed to be 
supporting them. 

Now Colonel Jay Silveria, 
commander of the base’s 48th 
Fighter Wing, has said that changes 
had already been made in tactics in 
a bid to avoid a repetition of the 
incident which happened before he 
took command last autumn. 

“On a tactical level we have 
pulled as much as we can from that 
incident to check our training and 
make sure everybody is prepared,” 
he said. 

The base currently has more than 
800 personnel and around 20 F-15E

Strike Eagle planes operating in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. The majority are 
due to return this month. 

Before air crews left for the 
deployment in December, they took 
part in an exercise with British 
ground controllers - a role 
previously carried out by Prince 
Harry during his tour of duty in 
Afghanistan. 

Col Silveria, 46, a pilot whose 24 
years service has included a period 
in Afghanistan, said: “Regardless of 
the outcome of the official 
investigation this was a chance to 
go through and recheck that we’re 
doing everything right. 

“It is best to learn here in a low- 
stress environment.” 

He said he understood the 
investigation into the incident was 
now complete. But publication of 
the official report was subject to co¬ 
ordination between British and US 
governments. 

Last month a bomb disposal 
expert from the base, Staff Sgt 


Phillip Myers, 30, was killed by an 
“improvised explosive device” in 
Afghanistan. Col Silveria had just 
returned from attending the NCO’s 
funeral in the USA. 

He said the death brought home 
the dangers of operating in a hostile 
environment. 

“There is a lot of preparation 
before we send people to 
Afghanistan or Iraq and you want to 
know they’re ready before they go,” 
he said. 

“Everybody we send from the 
Wing is doing a fantastic job. They 
are performing well and repeatedly 
saving lives. 

“Our F-15s are engaged every day 
in supporting ground troops and 
destroying targets.” 

For Col Silveria, his appointment 
at Lakenheath has been something 
of a homecoming. 

He graduated from the base high 
school when his father was 
stationed there. During his own air 
force career he has been based at 
Lakenheath in the mid 1990s, 2000 
and 2006. 

His current two-year 
appointment is expected to 
continue until the autumn of 2010.

Bid to end mixed-sex 
wards in hospitals 


MORE than £10 million will 
be spent on eliminating 
mixed-sex accommodation 
in hospitals in the East of 
England, the Government 
has said. 

More than half of the 
projects in hospitals and 
mental health facilities relate 
to the provision or refur¬ 
bishment of bathrooms and 
toilets. But other schemes 
include creating new wards, 
partitioning day rooms to 
prevent them overlooking 
sleeping areas, and creating 
female-only lounges. 

New screens, partitions 
and signage will be funded 
by the £10.3 million cash 
boost, announced on 


Tuesday by Alan lohnson, the 
Health Secretary. 

Mr lohnson said: “We have

financially penalised.

TWO teenage girls who 
have been awarded 
nearly £60,000 to set up 
and run a special unit of 
the Guides for disabled 
girls are early entrants in 
the new Cambridge 
Building Society Young 
People of the Year 
(YOPEY) competition.

bridgeshire County Council’s 
Youth Bank last month towards 
the new unit they have called 
SPICE - Special People In 
Cambs East. This followed 
earlier grants of £5,700 from 
the Youth Bank and £500 from 
the High Sheriff of 
Cambridgeshire for SPICE. 

Rachel, who is at Leicester 
University, and Helen, who 
attends Newmarket College, 
impressed the youth bank 
because they had interviewed 
the families of disabled girls to 
discover what they wanted. 

“We’re hoping to make 
Guiding as easy for disabled 
girls as it is for able girls,” said 
Helen. 

Rachel, who will be one of 
the new unit’s Guiders, and 


Helen, who will be a Young 
Leader, have planned a year of 
activities for disabled girls 
some of whom have not 
previously been able to join the 
Guides. 

Starting with a launch party, 
the activities include a holiday, 
a trip to London, and swim¬ 
ming and bowling nights out. 
The disabled members will be 
provided with an able-bodied 
Guide as a buddy on each of 
the trips. 

As the new disabled 
members can come from all 
over Cambridgeshire and the 
surrounding area and many 
are too severely disabled to 
attend their local Guide unit, 
SPICE will be a “lone” unit and 
not have a permanent base. 

However most of the £60,000 
is being spent on a permanent 
sensory garden at the Guides’ 
Jarman Centre in Duchess 
Drive, Newmarket, which is 
being redeveloped by the 
Guide movement. 

“Someone else is doing the 
inside, we’re doing the 
outside,” said Helen. 

Rachel and Helen were part 
of a group of seven Guides who 
were finalists in last year’s 
YOPEY for putting on a holiday 
for girls with special needs. 

Helen said: “We didn’t win

because we didn’t help as 
much as some of the other 
finalists. Taking part inspired 
Rachel and I to do more.” 

Many of the other Ranger 
Guides will still be involved as 
buddies to disabled girls on 
trips and will help run 
activities. 

A spokeswoman for Cambs 
East Guides said: “Rachel and 
Helen have extended their 
work with special needs 
children beyond belief. 

“They are remarkable in 
what they set out to achieve for 
the benefit of others. They 
both have a passion and belief 
in what they do for the benefit 
of other girls less able than 
themselves. It is completely 
their choice to do what they do. 
They are not related to any of 
the girls that they help.” 


Rachel said: “It makes me 
feel proud that the girls will get 
so much out of this because we 
worked with their families to 
discover what they wanted.” 

This is the third successive 
year that a YOPEY has been 
held to cover all of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and surrounding 
area. 

Rachel and Helen are now in 
line to win a top prize of £1,000 
out of a total prize pot of 
£ 2 , 000 . 

YOPEY was founded by Tony 
Gearing, a former newspaper 
journalist and father-of-three 
who was tired of the “bad 
press” young people receive. 

“Sadly, too many adults 
today believe the headlines 
sum up young people, and that 
the role models for today’s 
youth are binge-drinking, 


drug-taking, violent hoodies,” 
he said. 

“The truth is only a minority 
are anti-social, so YOPEY puts 
fantastic young people in the 
headlines, so that they can be 
positive role models.”

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Firm faces 
fuel leak 
charge 

A COMPANY accus¬ 
ed of causing a leak 
of thousands of 
gallons of aircraft 
fuel at an American 
base is facing trial 
next week. 

The case against 
electrical company T 
Clarke (Midlands) 
Ltd is due to start on 
Monday at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

The company, 
based in south Lon¬ 
don, is accused of 
causing poisonous, 
noxious or polluting 
matter - namely JP8 
aviation fuel - to 
enter groundwater at 
the Mildenhall base 
on or about April 20, 
2007. 

The company has 
previously denied 
the charge brought 
by the Environment 
Agency. 

The incident is 
alleged to have 
happened when an 
underground fuel 
pipe was punctured 
during a drilling 
operation under an 
aircraft taxiway at 
the base where new 
electrical cables were 
being installed. 


Concern over handling of recession 



In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE takes a 
look behind the racing scene 
to bring you news from in and 
around the stables. 


THE Government's hand¬ 
ling of the recession “does 
not inspire confidence”, the 
head of Newmarket’s 
racehorse sales has said. 

Edmond Mahony, chair¬ 
man of racehorse auc¬ 
tioneers Tattersalls, made 
the comment after the 
latest sales - the Guineas 
Breeze Up - when total 
sales were down by nearly 
£11 million on the previous 
year. 

A total of 74 horses were 
sold for £29.6 million with 


an average price paid of just 
over £40,000. 

Last year 80 horses were 
sold at the same sale for a 
total of £40.2 million with 
an average price of more 
than £50,000. 

Mr Mahony said he was 
satisfied with the result of 
the sale which included 
more six-figure sales than 
last year. 

But he said: “Looking 
ahead, however, it is hard to 
find positives following the 
Chancellor’s recent 


announcement of a 
significant increase in the 
highest rate of income tax. 

“To date the bloodstock 
industry has demonstrated 
healthy resilience in the 
face of adversity and we will 
continue to explore as 
many ways as possible to 
attract buyers to Tattersalls, 
but realistically the present 
Government does not 
inspire confidence for the 
immediate future.” 


Horse racing fraternity pays tribute to 
former trainer who died, aged 76 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to former racehorse trainer 
Ron Sheather who died on 
Sunday. 

Mr Sheather, 76, trained 
at Newmarket’s Park Lodge 
Stables for 11 years and is 
best known for his handling 
of champion sprinter Chief 
Singer in the early 1980s. 

Former jockey Ray 
Cochrane, who rode Chief 
Singer to victory four times, 
said: “Basically I wouldn’t 
have been heard of if it 
hadn’t been for Ronnie. 

“He had faith in me when 
I was a struggling jump 
jockey and put me on a 
classic horse.

“He was a great man.” 
feff Smith, who owned 
Chief Singer, described Mr 


Sheather as “a wonderful 
person and a terrific man all 
round”. 

Other tributes were paid 
by fellow trainers David 
Elsworth and lames 
Eustace, who currently 
trains from Park Lodge 
stables. 

Mr Sheather, who lived in 
Crockfords Road, New¬ 
market, was the son of a 
stable groom and started 
his racing career as a jockey. 

He was seriously injured 
in a car crash in America 
but later returned to Britain 
to ride in flat races for about 
10 years. 

After leaving the sport to 


run a pub, he returned to 
racing as an assistant 
trainer before becoming a 
trainer in his own right in 
1978. 

He retired from training 
in 1989 but continued as 
racing manager to Mr 
Smith. 

A private funeral for 
family and close friends will 
be held on Monday. 

His widow, Audrey, said 
the family would appreciate 
donations to St Nicholas 
Hospice at Bury St 
Edmunds where he died. 
Donations should be made 
through funeral directors 
Southgate of Newmarket. 


Residents told 
of homes plans 


RESIDENTS packed a 
meeting where town 
councillors were due 
to hear details of 
plans by the lockey 
Club for a housing 
development. 

Around 70 people 
whose homes back on 
to the site of the prop¬ 
osed housing scheme, 
off Hamilton Road, 
Newmarket, crowded 
into a meeting of the 
development and 
planning committee 
on Tuesday. 

Residents of Sefton 
Way, Leaders Way, 
Churchill Avenue and 
Drinkwater Close are 
among those oppos¬ 
ing the plans for what 
is being called the 
Racing Village. 

Jockey Club Estates 
has linked up with 
Cambridge-based 
developers Hill Resi¬ 
dential to carry out 
the scheme which is 
due to include the 
replacement of exist¬ 
ing racing industry 
homes at Philipps 
Close as well as build¬ 
ing on land close to 
an existing racehorse 
exercise track. 

Nearly 170 homes 
are proposed with 
about half of them 


intended for com¬ 
mercial sale. The 
other half, which 
includes 18 flats, are 
due to be for rent by 
people employed in 
the racing industry. 

But the scheme is 
also facing opposition 
from trainers based in 
Hamilton Road which 
is due to be upgraded 
for part of its length to 
take the extra traffic 
from the develop¬ 
ment. 

One of them, David 
Lanigan, told the 
meeting: “Traffic in 
Hamilton Road is 
already bad enough 
without the extra 
traffic going past the 
horses. This is pretty 
much unacceptable.” 

William Gittus, 
managing director of 
lockey Club Estates, 
said measures to stop 
“rat running” through 
Hamilton Road were 
planned. 

Cllr Richard Fletch¬ 
er, who chairs the 
committee, said there 
would be further 
opportunities to com¬ 
ment on the scheme 
when an application 
for planning per¬ 
mission was sub¬ 
mitted.

The crash happened as the Range Rover 
was being followed by a police car after 
it allegedly failed to stop for a police 
officer. 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for a wine ware¬ 
house at a busy road junction were still 
being supported this week by council 
officials - despite opposition to the scheme. 

Councillors last month indicated that they were 
“minded” to refuse planning permission for 
national chain Majestic Wine to build a retail 
warehouse at Newmarket’s Clocktower road 
junction. 

Under Forest Heath District Council rules, the 
issue had to be reconsidered before a decision was 
reached. 

The company wants to build a 412 square metre 
building on the site of the closed-down ATS tyre

depot at the junction of Bury Road and Old Station 
Road. 

The scheme includes the demolition of 
neighbouring derelict cottage Heath House. 

Newmarket Town Council, the Save Historic 
Newmarket action group and Tattersalls the 
racehorse auctioneers had objected to the scheme 
on the grounds that they disliked the design and 
size of the proposed building while welcoming 
Majestic’s investment in the town. 

They had argued that the building would not fit in 


with the historic Clocktower, built to mark Queen 
Victoria’s Jubilee. 

Members of the district council’s planning 
committee, who were due to meet yesterday, were 
being advised to approve the scheme. 

But a report to the committee had said that 
refusal of planning permission on design grounds 
could be supported if Majestic took the issue to an 
appeal. 

The report by planning officer Rachel Almond 
suggested that refusal could be supported on 
grounds that the new building would be out of 
character with the Newmarket conservation area. 
Her report also suggested that the council could 
resist the demolition of Heath House.

Queen of cabaret 
puts on the gloss

THERE aren’t many award¬ 
winning architects who’d give 
up a high-profile career to risk 
it all as a cabaret singer, but 
since donning the red lipstick 
six years ago, Camille 
O’Sullivan hasn’t looked back. 

Now hailed as the “queen of 
contemporary cabaret”, the Irish 
chanteuse, who was nominated for 
Best Female Vocalist at the Irish Music 
Awards this year, is about to embark 
on a UK tour with her new show, The 
Dark Angel - and plays The Junction 
in Cambridge next Wednesday. 

With her deep, sultry voice, Camille 
is best known for her distinctive style 
of performing “song stories”, 
dramatic interpretations of the works 
of musicians ranging from Kurt Weill 
and Jacques Brel to David Bowie and 
Tom Waits, in which she acts out the 
roles of the characters in the lyrics. 
This unique method, once described 
as “part West End show, part comedy 
sketch, part glamorous burlesque act” 
has become something of a legend, 
and her shows are always packed. 

Recent performances in Edinburgh 
and London, as well as tours of 
Australia and New Zealand earlier this 
year, have been sell-outs. 

But it almost didn’t happen at all. 
The daughter of an Irish racing driver 
and a French mother, Camille was 
brought up in Ireland and studied 
architecture at University College, 
Dublin, winning a first class degree 
with the college’s highest mark for 10 
years. She went on to win the 
Architectural Association of Ireland 
Award in 2000, but, while working in

Berlin, became hooked on the city’s 
cabaret clubs and yearned to do it 
professionally. 

A near-fatal road accident decided 
it: hospitalised for a year, Camille gave 
up architecture to dedicate herself to 
cabaret. 

Since taking that decision, she has 
built herself an international reputation, 
and has appeared on BBC TV’s Later 
With Jools Holland to great acclaim. 
She’s also carving herself a niche in 
the acting world, having been in the 
films Over the Edge, November 
Afternoon and the Oscar-nominated 
Mrs Henderson Presents, as well as 
theatrical productions of One Night 


Stand, Tonight Lola Blau and Stephen 
Sondheim’s Sweeney Todd. 

But it’s in cabaret that Camille’s 
heart truly lies: “Cabaret has naff 
connotations,” she once said. “People 
think it’s all bowler hats, fishnets, 
corsets and sexy singing, just a form 
of sexual light entertainment. It is 
much more serious then that. The 
cabaret artists I like take risks they 
don’t want just to please the audience 
with pretty songs from the past. 
Wedding bands can do that.”

Give gardens a new 
look with right pots 


I f you’ve lost lots of your 
old terracotta pots to the 
frost this winter, it may 
be time to perk up your 
patio with some new 
containers. 

However, think carefully before 
buying and consider the style of 
your property and garden. If you 
don’t, you could end up with a 
disastrous mish-mash of colours 
and designs. 

If you have an old, traditional 
house and matching garden, it 
makes sense to stick with classic 
materials such as stone or 
terracotta, while a modern setting 
may require stainless steel, 
coloured concrete, zinc or 
aluminium. 

Dramatic black glazed pots, 
with stand-alone specimens such 
as a cordyline or date palm, can 
look stunning in a contemporary 
setting and are widely available, 
while troughs and pots made of 
metal can also look good in 
minimalist gardens. 

You can get away with a variety 
of brightly coloured glazed pots 
(check out B&Q’s range of rainbow 
glazed pots, starting at £1.98 - 
www.diy.com ) in a modern setting 
to brighten up a corner, but 
generally it’s better to stick to one 
style and finish if you don’t want 
the patio to look messy. 

Don’t buy pots on a whim, as 
there simply may not be a natural 
place to put them. You may 
actually find they look better 
without any plants in them. 

Small gardens don’t restrict you 
to small pots. In fact, large pots 
and plants in a small garden will 
create much more drama and

impact than having everything 
below eye level. 

There are pros and cons with 
whatever you choose. Terracotta 
pots, even if they are frost-proof, 
have a tendency to crack and chip 
and are porous, which means you 
will need to water the plants 
regularly to stop them drying out. 

However, terracotta pots can 
achieve that weathered look 
quickly because algae and moss 
soon grow on the outer surface. 

Glazed ceramic containers 
come in a huge range of colours 
and are not porous, so you’ll need 
to stand them on pot feet to 
ensure adequate drainage. 

Galvanised metal containers, 
which look great in modern 
settings, are poor insulators, so 
compost and roots may be baked 
in hot weather and frozen in 
winter. This is where glass fibre 
pots, which look like metal, may 
be a better bet. 

Wooden troughs and tubs are 
widely available (for best value 
look at the Argos wooden trough 
planter for £12.99) and have a 
natural look, which enables them 
to blend into most informal 
garden schemes. They are of 
moderate durability and do better 


if you line them with a thick plastic 
sheet such as a pond liner, 
puncturing it to allow for drainage. 

Alternatively, treat the container 
with a preservative that doesn’t 
harm plants and stand the tub on 
bricks or feet to help drainage. 

Wood is also frost-resistant and 
insulates plants from extreme heat 
and cold. 

If you have trouble lifting heavy 
pots and are on a tight budget, 
plastic is the obvious choice. 
Sankey’s Verona pot range comes 
in royal blue and wine red 
(available in two sizes, from £16.99, 
call (01159) 277335 or visit 
www.rsankey.com ) and has a five- 
year UV resistant guarantee. 

However, a more stylish choice 
can be found in a range of other 
materials including fibreglass and 
resin, which aren’t too heavy but 
can create a stunning look. 

Contemporary square top plant 
pots are available in a variety of 
colours and, being made from 
resin, they are lightweight, weather 
resistant and shatterproof 
{www.greenfingers.com, £14.99, 
0845 345 0728). 

If blue is your colour, look out 
for a bell jar (from £129.99 at 
www.crocus.co.uk ) designed by 
Brighton sculptor Bill Harling, 
which looks like weather-beaten 
copper but is made from fibre glass 
and resin. It’s also frost-proof. For a 
contemporary setting a faux 
aluminium Geo round pot (£69.99 
from www.crocus.co.uk) may also 
do the trick. 

Consider where you are going to 
put your pots before you choose 
the containers. 

Plastic is light, easy to move and 
can be easily disguised with 
metallic paint or hidden by trailing 
plants. 

Wood, terracotta and stone are 
good root insulators and so are 
perfect for plantings in full sun or 
exposed settings. Metal doesn’t do 
so well in sunny spots as it will 
quickly heat up the compost and 
roots inside, although you can put 
the plant in a different smaller 
container and plunge this into 
your metal pot lined with damp 
compost to help protect it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
-Tulip 

There are so many different 
varieties of tulip in a myriad of 
colours, from whites and yellows to 
orange, red and deep purple - no 
garden should be without them. 

If you like fussy and frilly, go for 
the parrot types, while the classic 
single, large, strong-stemmed 
varieties are dominated by the 
Darwin hybrids. I love the dwarf 
types such as Red Riding Hood, a 
Greigii hybrid with striped green 
and purple leaves, and the single 
late variety Queen of Night, which 
produces deep maroon blooms in 
late spring. 

Tulips need well-drained, fertile 
soil in a sunny site. Bulbs should 
be planted 10-15cm (4-6in) deep in 
late autumn and protected from 
excessive wet. Most should be 
lifted when the foliage has died 
after flowering, although some, 
such as Kaufmanniana and its 
hybrids an be left in the ground for 
several years to flower again.

Peugeot 308 
CC SE 1.6 Auto 


The Peugeot 308 CC: Happy to be driven in spirited fashion. 


THE 308 is a pretty 
appealing car from all 
angles, writes Iain 
Dooley. 

Key to this is its 
streamlined profile. Lord 
only knows how the 
engineers and designers did 
it, but they’ve managed to 
accommodate the 

complexities of the folding 
roof and give the car an 
elegant stance. The 308 CC 
looks especially good from 
the rear - something that’s 
hard to do at the best of 
times. 

There are no surprises 
inside the 308 CC, although 
this is not a bad thing. Just 
like the hatch it’s based on, 
the CC cabin looks like a 
quality item from a sector 
above its price. Cast your eye 
around this 308’s interior and 
the build quality is nothing 
short of impressive. The 
same is true of the overall 
design and ambience. Sure, 
it’s pretty much the same as a 
high-end 308 hatch but, 


somehow, it gains something 
extra in the transition from 
five-door to drop-top. 

Peugeot appears 

particularly bullish when 
asked about the 308 CC. 
Granted, there’s a reputation 
to uphold, although the 
success of its predecessors is 
no accident: an attractive 
product, something that’s 
good value and practical. 

That last part is important; 
the concept of a folding 
metal roof is now a widely 
accepted one, yet it’s only 
when experienced first hand 
do you fully appreciate its 
all-weather robustness. It’ll 
keep the bad weather and 
the vandals out and puts the 
coupe into coupe cabriolet. 
Best of all, it can be retraced 
electrically while creeping 
along in traffic in around 20 
seconds. Wind noise at speed 
is pleasingly low, which is all 
that matters. Like when with 
the roof up, the car behaves 
in a smooth, refined manner. 
The added bonus being that 
it - and you - look pretty 


darn stylish. 

For all the stylish over¬ 
tones, can Peugeot’s 308 CC 
walk the walk? Fortunately it 
can, which should please 
fans of the marque. Don’t 
expect a honed, sports car¬ 
like experience, though. The 
308, like many rivals, isn’t 
tuned to deliver performance 
thrills. Think of it more like 
an affordable drop-top GT 
and you’ll be closer to its 
core character. 

Save for the poorest 
condition roads, the 308 CC 
copes admirably with rough 
surfaces. The sophisticated 
and supple ride is most 
noticeable when travelling at 
speed and, despite its GT- 
esque character, isn’t adverse 
to being driven in spirited 
fashion on your local B-road. 

It helps to have a few good 
engines to choose from, and 
Peugeot’s mix of petrol and 
diesel units should keep 
most people happy. Most 
should be familiar to anyone 
on nodding terms with the 
308 hatch. The 308 CC is a 


substantial car, so you’ll be 
wanting one of the more 
powerful offerings if you 
want to make life easy. 

If diesel isn’t your thing, 
the 143bhp turbo 1.6-litre 
petrol motor is especially 
nice. Smooth, quiet and 
responsive, it’s everything an 
engine for a convertible 
should be. Add an auto gear¬ 
box and you’re all set for a 
leisurely weekend drive. The 
diesel choices might save a 
few pennies at the pump, but 
cars like the 308 CC are 


always purchases driven by 
the heart, not the head. 

Factor in a generous 
amount of standard kit plus a 
wealth of tempting optional 
extras - neck-level heating 
elements, anyone? - and it’s 
hard not to like the 308 CC.

This drop-top 308 proves 
that Peugeot still knows what 
it takes to produce an 
attractive, practical and 
affordable convertible for the 
masses.

Four-seat electric 
Cl ev’ie is a first 

THE UK’s first four-seater electric car, with a 
range of 60-70 miles, was launched last week. 

But the 60mph vehicle, called the Citroen Cl 
ev’ie, will set purchasers back £16,850. 

Made in Bedfordshire by the Electric Car 
Corporation (ECC), the car is based on the 
Citroen Cl and is available now. 

The Cl ev’ie can be fully charged in 6-7 hours 
from a domestic 13-amp socket at a cost of 
around 90p, with ECC saying that it will make 
an ideal city car for either professional or 
domestic use.

Mileage is 
key to used 
bargains 


THE mileage of a used car 
is the biggest lever in 
terms of saving money 
when haggling over price. 

That’s the advice from 
Matthew Tumbridge, editor of 
Used Car Expert magazine, 
who says it often gives you 
many clues about how the car 
was used. 

“A nearly new car with 
mileage well above average 
means lots of motorway miles 
- it is the only way to get a lot 
of miles on a car that quickly,” 
says Tumbridge. 

“But motorway miles are 
light on a car in wear terms, 
because there is little braking 
and less sitting in queues with 
the clutch straining. 

“If the seller doesn’t know 
that, then you can puff out 
your cheeks, shake your head, 
and insist on money off for the 
mileage,” he says. 

In most cases, used petrol 
engine cars have fewer miles 
on the clock than diesels, as 
today’s high mileage drivers 
almost always go for diesel. 

“But if you don’t know the 
difference between a diesel’s 
average miles and a petrol’s 
average miles, you can 
overpay, thinking the petrol 
variant is low mileage.” 

Here, Tumbridge lists three 
cars where knowing the 
average mileage can give the 


edge in car buying: 

■ Kia Magentis: “Executive 
style, but few in circulation. 
What you get is comfort, 
space, and lots of equipment,” 
says Tumbridge. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
says a year 2001 2.5 V6, with 
just 45,000 miles on the clock, 
can be yours for £1,000 to 
£1,200. With another 50,000 
miles of reliable life left, it is a 
bargain to buy - but thirsty on 
fuel, at just 26mpg. 

■ Ford Mondeo: “A truly great 
family car, now around in 
huge numbers at low prices,” 
Tumbridge says. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
prices a year 2001 2.0 Zetec S, 
with 70,000 miles on the clock 
- which should mean 20,000 
more reliable miles - at just 
£1,700 to £1,900. 

■ Renault Laguna: “Still 
attractive, it is a great-value 
family hatchback. The 
cabriolet is timeless, and the 
best used buy right now,” he 
says. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
reckons a year 2000 16v 
Renault Megane Dynamique, 
with average mileage of 
70,500, should still have 20 to 
30,000 miles’ reliable use, and 
cost between £1,500 and 
£1,800. Cabriolets are £300 
more, but usually show 10,000 
miles less on the clock, too.

He wouldn’t get 
Swift insurance! 


ROCK star Iggy Pop’s advertisement for car 
insurance breached the rules because 
musicians were not covered by the policy, 
according to an advertising watchdog ruling. 

At the time the advert was shown, 
Swiftcover excluded people working in the 
entertainment industry from taking out its 
car insurance. 

But during the television clip Iggy Pop 
leaps around the screen declaring: “I got it 
Swiftcovered. I got insurance on my 
insurance!” 

The Advertising Standards Agency 
received 12 complaints from viewers who 
said it was misleading to suggest that Iggy 
Pop had insurance with Swiftcover. 

The advertisers said they had selected 
Iggy Pop because of his reputation for living 
life to the full and not his occupation. They 
added that Iggy Pop did not state in the 
advert that he had a Swift policy. 

But the ASA upheld the complaint saying 
that Iggy Pop’s words in the advert could be 
interpreted to mean he did hold a policy. 

It ruled that the advert must not be 
broadcast again in its current form. 
Swiftcover has since made insurance 
available to musicians for the first time. 

Which means Iggy should be able to get a 
life -or at least a policy.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Their six-man team face 15 
rivals from all over the country 
aiming to lift the Courage Best 
Pub Team title and, with it, the 
lion’s share of the £16,000 
prize fund. 

The Crown, who started their 
campaign almost seven months 
ago, beating teams from 
Cambridge, Northamptonshire 
and Suffolk en route to 


becoming the eastern counties’ 
champions, will not be 
travelling in the Midlands on 
their own. They will be backed 
by a coach-load of more than 
50 regulars and skipper Ian 
Taylor said: “I am proud of how 
the team have responded over 
the last few rounds to make 
the finals. Also we would like to 
thank everyone for their support 
- the team are overwhelmed at 
how many supporters will 
be making the effort to come 
and cheer us on.”

JOHN Gosden admitted he could have 
withdrawn Rainbow View from the 
stanjames.com 1000 Guineas because 
of the going. 

Speaking after the unbeaten odds-on 
favourite was a well-beaten fifth behind 
20-1 shot Ghanaati in the fillies’ Classic 
on the Rowley Mile on Sunday, 
Newmarket-based Gosden said: “She 
hated the ground. 

“It’s nobody’s fault. We’ve had an 
incredibly dry spring here and I’m afraid 
Jimmy (Fortune, the jockey) said after 
three and a half to four furlongs she was 
in trouble. 

“I have to be honest with you, if she 
wasn’t the odds-on favourite I probably 
wouldn’t have run her. 

“I think she will go for the Oaks, but 
she is in the Irish Guineas and if she can 
get her toe in then she might run there.” 

The other disappointment was the 
performance of second-favourite 
Serious Attitude, who looks set for a 
sprinting career after failing to stay the 
mile. 

The winner, however, looks bound for 
a big-race campaign after clocking up 
the 11th Classic win for veteran trainer 


Barry Hils, whose son Richard blitzed 
the field on the Hamdan A1 Maktoum- 
owned three-year-old. 

Hills said: “She is in the Oaks. It is too 
early to say about the Breeders’ Cup but 
at the back of my mind I could see her 
winning the Champion Stakes, although 
there a few more races before that.” 

The 2000 Guineas belonged to the 
Irish, Mick Kinane giving John Oxx’s Sea 
The Stars an impeccable ride on 


Saturday. Next stop for the 8-1 shot is 
Epsom and the Derby, with Oxx saying: 
“We have discussed it, and the Derby is 
the plan. When things calm down we 
will talk about it again, but I see no 
reason to change. 

“There is a question about stamina, 
as there is within any Guineas winner 
going to the Derby. It is a big prize, it’s a 
great race and to win it with a Guineas 
winner is a rare enough things these 
days. It’s a prize worth pursuing.” 


It’s the High life as 
Cowell spices it up 


LITTLE-KNOWN Newmarket trainer 
Robert Cowell was left dreaming of 
Royal Ascot after High Spice made 
an impressive debut at his local 
track on Sunday. 

Cowell has the filly for Khalifa 
Dasmal - the owner of 1996 Derby 
winner Shaamit - and she made all 
the running under Eddie Ahern in 
the stanjames.com Maiden Stakes. 

Cowell beamed of his 10-1 
winner: “Eddie has ridden her at 
home and has said she is a top-hat- 
and-tails filly, so we’ll be heading to 
Royal Ascot now. 

“From day one she was a 
complete natural and has shown 
plenty of ability. We may go for the 
Queen Mary but we’ll see.” 

■ Jockey Ryan Moore admitted 
there was very little in the way of 
opposition for Heaven Sent, 
although she readily completed a 
repeat victory in the stanjames.com 
Dahlia Stakes as the 4-11 favourite. 

Moore said: “That was one of the 
weakest Group Threes I’ve seen, 
but it was her first run of the year 
and she’ll come on for that.” 

■ Bronze Cannon could be aimed 
at the Princess of Wales’ Stakes at 
Newmarket’s July Festival after a 
shock success in the 
stanjames.com Jockey Club Stakes 
on Saturday. 


All the talk beforehand was of last 
year’s Derby third Casual Conquest, 
who was making his seasonal 
re-appearance and looked to be a 
shoo-in when the already-small 
field was reduced to three after 
Spanish Moon refused to go into 
the stalls. 

But Casual Conquest, who started 
off odds-on favourite, could not 
make any impression on Bronze 
Cannon, who romped in at 7-1 
under a determined ride from 
Jimmy Fortune. 

Trainer John Gosden said: “He’s a 
brave horse, a streetfighter. I 
thought he’d run a big race in the 
King Edward VII at Royal Ascot last 
year but he got hurt in the race and 
was out until the autumn.” 

■ Gosden’s Take The Hint (15-2) 
could be heading for the Oaks after 
defeating Three Moons by a length 
and a quarter in the stanjames.com 
Pretty Polly Stakes. 

Gosden said: “She is in the Oaks 
and she will either run there or in 
the Ribblesdale at Royal Ascot with 
no other race in between. The 
jockey (Fortune) would prefer the 
Ribblesdale but we’ll see.” 

■ Royal Ascot could be on the 
cards for Jeremy Noseda’s Your Old 
Pal, the 13-2 winner of the Listed 
stanjames.com Newmarket Stakes.
